A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the Interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An inten/iew does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing.

- An Indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability Is tentative and does 

not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (If Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The interview was to discuss the proposed examiner amendment's 
to the independent claims and the specification. 

It was agreed that the specification could be changed on page, paragraph [015] to remove the hyperlink by adding 
brackets around the URL. 

Additionally, In order to avoid 101 issues changes were made to several independent claims. 
In claim 1. it was agreed that "a computer readable storage medium" could replace "a computer readable medium". 
In claim 25, the first line was changed to read "A Web services browsing system implemented on a computer system, 
the Web services browsing system comprising:" 

In claim 29, it was also agreed that "a computer readable storage medium" could replace "a computer readable 

medium". 

Finally, all of the independent claims now incorporate the corresponding dependent claim which states "...wherein the 

document is in a Web Services Inspection Language (WSIL) format." 

The claims that are incorporated into the independent claims are also canceled. 

This should put the application in a condition for allowance after an updated search is performed on the current version 
of the claims. 
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
